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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner’s statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicants argument found persuasive and the cited prior, in combination or individual, 
fails to teach, disclose or suggest the claimed limitation of transmitting a query by a computing 
device in a domain; receiving, by the computing device, a response to the query from one or 
more neighbor-casting (NC) groups in the domain each including one or more said computing 
devices; applying, by the computing device, a predetermined criteria to select one NC group, 
wherein the predetermined criteria is selected from the group comprising: the number of said 
computing devices in the selected NC group; a length of time between the query and the 
response from the selected NC group; and a combination of the foregoing; joining the computing 
device to the selected NC group; and when a length of time between a subsequent query from the 
computing device and other computing devices in the selected NC group exceeds a 
predetermined threshold: removing the computing device from the initial NC group; reapplying 
the predetermined criteria to select a different NC group; and joining the computing device to the 
different NC group ( Supported in specification Figures 4-7; and paragraphs 0031-0045 ).
